London, July 34.—The headquarters of the Women’s Social 
Political Union, the militant organization, today sent a proclamation 
to all its branches in the United Kingdom ordering the cessation of all 
acts of militancy during the continuance of the international crisis. 


London, July 34.—Premier Asquith has made the statement fol- 
lowing: 

“We have just heard, not from St. Petersburg, but from Ger- 
many, that Russia had proclaimed the general mobilization of her 
army and her fleet, and that in consequence of this martial law is to 
he proclaimed in Germany. 

“We understand this to mean that mobilization will follow in 
Germany if the Russian mobilization is general and is proceeded 
with. 

“In these circumstances, | prefer not to answer any further till 
Monday.””

DESTROY HERSELF. 

Europe has been years and years preparing for war. Her 
greatest organizing minds have been absorbed with the devel- 
opment of armies schooled in the science of wholesale murter. 
Her cleverest chemists have been engaged in perfecting ex- 
plosives designed to rip and rend the railways, viaducts and 
waterworks and other essential things which mark the highest 
achievements of a peaceful civilization. Her most skilled me- 
chanics have spent their lives in the perefecting of engines of 
destruction calculated to strike death from distances so great 
that the operator of the mechanism does not even see the vic- 
tims of his volley. Navigation of the air and of the depths 
of the ocean has been studied and reduced to a science so that 
men might rise from the surface of the earth or sink below 
the surface of the ocean to strike a more telling blow which 
would kill more men and wreck more palaces, fortresses and 
ships. In every direction human ingenuity has been’ strained | 
to develop new methods of killing men and of destroying what 
they have built,, until today Europe is prepared for war 
equipped with every element for her own destruction. 

Twenty-eight million is the estimate made by military 
statisticians of the number of soldiers the various European 
powers could place in the field in case of a world war. This 
number of men withdrawn from useful toil for a month, let 
alone a year, would upset the whole current of the world’s 
trade.

CAMPAIGN MANAGEMENT. 

The grain growers of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta are arranging for a series of interviews with R. L. Bor- 
den and Sir Wilfrid Laurier at different points en route upon 
the occasions of their western tours. The farmers will ask 
for free interchange of food products with United States and 
an extension of the British preference to 50 per cent.

The first tanning of the summer is

After washing the head leaves of a 
leituce thoroughly, crush them just

becomes pulpy. Put In a cloth and 
squeeze out all the Juice. 

If you wish to add the benzoin and 


water, put in as much benzoin as let- 
tuce juice and four times as much 
water. These should not be added 


until the lettuce juice is quite cold,

TROOPS MOBILIZING 
AT STRATEGIC POINTS 


Halifax Fortifications Being 
Prepared With Batteries 
of Heavy Guns, 


Halifax, July 31.—Preparations for 
the defense of strategic positions in 
Nova Scotia against raiding forces are 
proceeding in Halifax. The garrison 
hurriedly mobilized yesterday after- 
noon and 400 men the royal Cana- 
dian artillery manned the outer forces 
of the local defenses, The royal Cana- 
dian infantry, which were at the Alder- 
shot instruction camp were ordered 
back. 

A detail of 215 infantry left early this 
morning for Canso to protect 
Hazel Hill cable station. 

Another party of 150 leaves for Caps 
Rreton to guard the cable station and 
collieries there. 

Outbreak Is Feared 


There are about 8,000 Austrians in 
Cape Breton, working in the indus- 
tries there, and the authorities anticl- 
pate possible trouble from this source. 
It is generally expected that the three 
city militia regiments will be ordered 
out on duty tomorrow for test pur- 
poses, In the scheme of defense for 
the Halifax fortifications the city artil- 
lery regiments mans the main torpedo 
batteries in several of the smaller forts, 
while the heavy guns in the outer forts 
are manned by the regulars, The 
63rd rifles and the 66th fusillers also 
have stations assigned them tn the 
general defense plan. While the head- 
quarters officers will say nothing today, 
officers of all the militia corps antici- 
pate a muster tomorrow for the pur- 
pose of seeing how quickly the city 
regiments can get on duty. 

Details of army service corps, 
and medical corps are to accompany 
the detuchment to Canso and Cape 
Breton, 

The Canso detachments of the R. C, 
R. in charge of Captain Langford leaves 
by the dominion government steamer 
Stanley at 6 o'clock tumorrow morn- 
ing.

Toronto, July 31.—Local Austrian 
subjects of various races have been of- 
ficlally advised that they are wanted 
only if they receive ind@lyidual notice 
to that effect. Those who do not re- 
ceive such notice will remain where 
they are, - 

It is stated with absolute authority 
that a manifesto has been issued by 
the Austrian government granting of 
the pardon “by the grace of the em- 
peror" to all subjects under military 
discipline who have previously desert- 
ed, or In any other way evaded thelr 
military duties. All to whom this 
dispensation applies must, in order to 
receive pardon, present themselves at 
once for military service without wait- 
ing for a summons,

Feeling That There Will Be a

FRENZIED LOYALTY 
TO EMPEROR JOSEF 


Is Deeply Moved by Warmth of 
Reception—Cheering Mobs 
Fill the Streets. 


Vienna, July 81.—Opinion  concern- 
ing Russia's attitude in the Austro- 
Servian situation is becoming extreme- 
ly pessimistic. The feeling of pessi- 
mism was strengthened today by the 
news of Russia's preparations, which 
was regarded here-as meaning a com- 
plete mobilization of the Rusisan 
forces. It is well known here that the 
peace efforts of European diplomacy 
will not succeed if Russia cofsiders 
her long-fostered plans. at last ripe for 
realization. 

The only news thus far received from 
the Servian side concerns the damage 
to the Semlin-Belgrade bridge. This 
bridge was regarded as neutral, and 
its destruction is, therefore, considered 
a breach of international law, 

A semi-officlal despatch received 
here tonight concerning the movements 
of the Austrian forces says: 

‘The covering line of our troops on 
the river Prina has been pressed for- 
ward to the main arm of the river, 
There was some fighting during this 
advance but not of a serious character, 
One man on the Austrian side and 
about ten Servians were killed. Bands 
of Servians vainly attempted to harass 
the Austrians at Bjelina.” 

BJelina ts {n the north corner of 
Bosnia between the rivers Sava and 
Drina. 

Emperor Francis Josef's arrival here 
today from Ischl was the occasion for 
one of the greatest) demonstrations 
ever witnessed in Vienna, A crowd of 
30,000 had gathered at the station and 
cheered the emperor with frenzied 
loyalty, The emperor appeared to be 
in better health than for a long time 
past and was deeply moved with the 
warmth of his reception, 

Cafes, restaurants and other re- 
sorts are now deserted In the evenings, 
while the main streets are filled with 
singing and cheering processions, 

From all parts of the monarchy 
comes news of old officers and soldiers 
volunteering for active service. The 
volunteers number men of Bosnian 
origin, who display patriotism equal to 
that of the Austrians, 


MANY HUNDREDS OF 
PATRIOTS RETURN 
TO FIGHT FOR HOME

St. John, N. B., July 31.—What hap- 
pened to the $350,000 borrowed from the 
Prudential Trust company, Montreal, 
was the problern which Mr. Carvell, 
chief counsel for Mr, Dugal, in the 
Valley Railway inquiry, sought to solve 
yesterday. 

Mr, Carvell showed by means of the 
records that the money was borrowed 
by Messrs. Gould, Thompson, Lisman 
and MacDonnel, but that the Quebec 
and St. John Construction company 
assumed the liability and paid off $207,- 
000 of the debt from the proceeds of 
the guaranteed bonds, This, he con- 
tended, brought the use of the $350,000 
within the scope of the inquiry. 

When the court adjourned the com- 
mission had not decided the right to 
follow the proceeds of this loan, 

The loan from the trust company was 
arranged in May, 1912, and an ad- 
vance payment of $75,000 had heen 
guaranteed on the prospect of com- 
pleting the arrangements, 

Six days later Mr, Thompson paid to 
A. R, Gould, from his private account 
the sum of $10,000. Asked for an ex- 
planation or this, the witness could 
only say that Mr. Gould got it, and that 
it was not for construction purposes,

WAR CORRESPONDENTS

the headquarters of the Servian gen- 
eral staff, 

A Vienna despatch to the Daily Matl 
dated Wednesday, quotes the Nicuw 
Frelo Presse for the statement that the 
Servians withdrew from Belgrade on 
Wednesday after the infantry and ar- 
tillery attacked. 

Dr. Dillon, in a Vienna despatch to 
the Daily Telegraph, says: 

“The days of war correspondents 
aré over. The vicissitudes of the 
struggle will be chronicled day by day 
by the official analysist, to the exclus- 
ion of all others. Newspaper corres- 
pondents will be free to work embrold- 
ery, provided the patterns chosen are 
not disapproved.” 


SYSTEM OF CREDIT ON 
LONDON STOCK EXCHANGE 
PRACTICALLY BREAKS UP 


London, July 31—The chief reason 
for the unprecedented action of the 
London stock exchange committee was 
the fact that the system of credit had 
practically broken down and it was 
{mpossible to carry on business In the 
ordinary way, This situation did not 
arise through over speculation but be- 
cause bankers could not collect margins 
which had been gradually springing, 
while at the same time the continent 
continued to pour stock into London. 

Bankers here had been trying for 
days past to get thelr customers to 
take up this stock, but the impos- 
sibility of finding cash and the In- 
ability to sell the securities caused 
cerdit business automatically to cease 
and the closing of the exchange be- 
came necessary. The street today was 
full of dealers and clerks discussing 
the situation im a more or less mourn- 
ful tone. 

The decision to close the exchange 
was taken by the committee at a meet- 
ing held this morning, The commit- 
tee also announced that the settlement 
due August 13 had been postponed until 
August 27 and that the consols settle- 
ment due August 6 has been put over 
until September. 

Stocks which have yet to be delivered 
for the account Just closed must, how- 
ever, bo pald for. 


Suicide at North Bay 


North Bay, Ont., July 31.—-B. C. Wol- 
fram manager of the West Dome Mine 
at Porcupine, was found dead in his 
room in one of the hotels here last 
night, with a bullet wound through his 
head, The presence of a large revol- 
ver suggests suicide. Wolfram had 
been In the Cobalt camp for seven 
years as prospector and manager for 
Morgan R. Cartwright In the Teskam- 
ing and other mines. He was unmar- 
ried. : 


DUKE OF CONNAUGHT 


Ottawa, July $i. No confirmation 
can be obtained here for the report 
from London that Prince and Princess 
Alexander of Teck will leave for Can- 
ada so as to reach here about the time 
the Duke of Connaught returns from 
the west, September 7. The despatch 
stated that the object was to allow 
the new governor-general an opportun- 
ity to discuss certain Canadian affairs 
with the Duke of Connaught before the 
litter departed. 

It is definitely stated, however, that 
the usual practice will be carried out 
and the present governor general will 
leave Canada just before the new gov- 
ernor general arrived. 

The Duke of Connaught will sail for 
Quebec on October+21 and Prince 
Alexander will arrive on October 23.

GERMAN MUNICIPALITIES 
TAKE STEPS TO INCREASE 
THEIR STOCKS OF GRAIN 


Berlin, July 31.—Fear that in case of 
mobilization the German railroads 
would be blocked for ordinary traffio 
caused a number of municipalities to 
take steps to increase the stocks oft 
grain In the districts within their juris- 
diction, The Berlin city council com- 
missioned a number of firms to pur- 
chase and bring In supplies of grain and 
flour, and many of the cities near the 
frontiers followed sult. 

The financial markets reflected the 
general pessimism. Trading has been al- 
most suspended, except for cash bust- 
ness and even this is listless. 

Money is almost impossible to ob- 
tain and it is known that at least a 
dozen brokerage and banking firms are 
in difficulties. 

American visitors after at first treat. 
ing rumors of war lightly, have begun 
to realize the gravity of the situation. 
Their German friends occupying the 
influential positions have advised them 
to quit the country at once as a mob- 
lization order might tle up the rall- 
roads at any moment. 

The report that the grand duke Ern- 
est of Hesse is proceeding to St 
Petersburg was semi-officially denied 
today, the grand duke is still at Wolfs- 
parte castle.

SERVIAN RETREAT 


Occupation of City is Made 
With Little Difficulty and 
Losses Are Light, 


ATTACK ON SEMENDRIA 
MORE DIFFICULT TASK 


Pontoon Bridge is Built Under 
Fire But is Completed With 
Much Hazard, 


Lendon, July 31.—A Semlin despatch 
to the Standard says: 

“The Austrians crossed the Danuba 
20 miles to the eust of Belgrade and the 
Sava 10 miles to the south, Jelgrade 
has been captured and is now occupied 
by Austrian troops and the force whieh 
invaded Servia at Semendria is ad- 
vancing along the road which leads to 
Osipanica and uliimately to Nish. 
“The occupation of belgrade was 
carried out without serious difficulty, 
The invading troops crossed the river, 
partly by means of the remnents of the 
railway bridge,-which was blown up by 
the Servians, and pardly by a poutoun 
bridge constructed under its cover, and 
approached the Servian capital from 
the south. The attacking forces ad- 
vanced by a steep hill, driving the Ser- 
vians before them, The Servians re- 
treated, partly along the road leading 
to Groca and partly towards Popovies, 
The losses on both sides appeared to 
have been comparatively light.
